The Inventor of the Oratorio. 


St. Philip Neri, to whom a statue Is to b* 


raised In Borne,was, (.jcording to tradition, a 
great,inlracle worker, but his claim to our 
gratofa! consideration lies in the fact that he 
was the real Inventor of the oratorio. He 
was born in ISlfl in Florence, and about 1501 
consecrated as a priest at Rome. When later 
he founded a congregation of priests at Rom* 
lie used to explain to them biblical histories, 
and in order to reudar tiicse entertainments 
attractive he permitted hymns and psalms to 
be sung between the intervals of his teachings 
and exhortations. At length he dramatized 
sacred stories, writing them In verse and set- 
ting them to music in the fashion of hymns. 
The choruses, written in four parts, were in- 
terspersed with solos, and the plays were di- 
vided into two parts. Tho sermon was deliv- 
ered after the first part, and thus the contin- 
ued attention of the congregation was as- 
sured, for none would leave before hearing 
the second part of this primitive form of ora- 
torio.—Boston Times.

Why the Leaven Turn. 


"Probably not one poison in*a thousand 


knows why leaves change their color in the 
fall," remarked an eminent botanist the other 
day. "The common and old fashioned idea 
is that all this red and golden glory we see 
now is caused by frosts. 
A true and scien- 


tific explanation of the causes of the coloring 
of leavs would necessitate a long and intri- 
cate discussion. Seated briefly and in proper 
language, those causes arc these: The green 
matter in the tissue of a leaf is composed of 
two colors, red and blue. When the sap 
c^as.;3 to flow in the fall, and the natural 
growth of the tree ceases, oxidation of the 
tissue takes place. Under certain conditions 
the given of the loaf changes to red; under 
dmVrunt conditions it takes on a yellow or 
brown tint. ThU difference In color ii due to 
the difference iu combination of the original 
constituents of the green tissue, and to the 
varying conditions of climate, exposure and 
soil. A dry, cold climate produce* more 
brilliant foliage than one that 1s damp and 
warm. This is the reason that oar American 
autumns are so much more gorgeous than 
those of England. There are several thing* 


Chartreuse. 


The manufacture of chartreuse Is of com- 


paratively modern origin. Till 1835, in the 
Grand Chartreuse alone, an elixir was mode 
of certain herbs steeped and distilled in brandy 
for medicinal purposes, and It was solely as a 
remedy that the original chartreuse was em- 
ployed aud distributed by the brothers. That 
their decoction would become a liqueur for 
the palate of luxury never occurred to them. 
Iu time, however, both the manufacture was 
improved and the fame of its excellence ex- 
tended ; so that the rude old work shops in 
which the brothers distilled the herbs no 
longer sufficed, and new buildings were erect- 
ed, and operatives came into that Alpine 
basin to lend their aid to the perplexed and 
overworked brothers. Now, the manufac- 
ture has called into existence quite a small 
town. Formerly three kinds of chartreuse 
were made—the white, the yellow and the 
green; but the white has been abandoned of 
late yean. The green Is both the strongest 
and the most expensive. There in more al- 
cohol In the green than in the yellow. It Is 
hinted that the reverend fathers themselves 
regard a blend of tho two as the perfection 
of the liqueur In the proportions of one-third 
green to two-thirds yellow.—Chambers' Jour- 
nal.

Oreenwich park contains IBS acres, almost all 
devoted to the public; Hamilton Court park, 
with an area of 752 acres, is wholly unreserved, 
and the same may be said of Hampton Court 
green (17 acres) and Hampton Court Enclosure 
gardens (42 acres); Hyde park, with 800 
acres. Is also practically unreserved, and the 
public have equal freedom in Kennington 
park (19 acres), Kensington gardens (274 
acres), Kew gardens (248 acres), and Regent's 
park (472 acres), the largest reservation in 
Regent's park being 31 acres for the Zoologi- 
cal gardens; Richmond Old Deer park, con- 
taming 363 acres. Is not open to the public; 
Richmond and Petersham parks cover 2,470 
acres; St. James' park (88 acres) and Victoria 
park (312 acres) are unreserved; but from 
Windsor Green park, which covers 6,300 
acres. 1.3115 acrna must be deducted from 
which the public are excluded; Windsor 
Home park consists of 73 acres, with no re- 
strictions to the public.—Son Francisco Argo- 
naut.

So that if Wyom- 
ing oomee Into the Union it must come 
with woman suffrage, as matters stand 
now.

Growth of Catholicism. 


Cardinal Cabbons, of Baltimore, has 


called attention anew to tho marvelous 
growth of tho Roman Catholic church- in 
tho United States. A hundred years 
ago, in 1700, there were in tlie whole 
country only 40,000 Roman Catholics, in- 
cluding the priesthood, and only one col- 
lege for the education of their ministry. 
There are now 9,000,000 belonging to 
that denomination, 8,000 clergymen, and 
10,000 churches and chapels. There are 
650 schools arid academies for the higher 
education of the faithful, many hundred 
asylums, and lower schools without 
number. 


A hundred years ago the 10th of No- 


vember -next the first bishop of the 
Roman church in this country was con- 
secrated. He was Bishop Carroll, of 
Baltimore. 
The cardinal used these 


words further: 


I rejoice In the growthand progress ot the Cath- 


oUo religion, became I «n convinced that the 
growth of the Catholic faith In this country will 
more than any other means, promote the welfare 
and stability of our American luftltiilJtoas. 


The cullhntion of vocal music in 


schools is i! n excellent method of pre- 
venting consumption. 
Good, strong, 


well developed throats and lungs will be 
able to resist the consumption spore that 
floats through the air and is breathed in. 
Especially this is true if the children are 
made to open their mouths freely and 
form words and syllables with the tip of 
tho tongue, tho lips and teeth, instead of 
back in the throat.

How Cheap Olons Aro Made. 


It may perhaps. Interest readers to know 


anno of the secrets of cheap glove making. 
My facts relate to Bohemia, from which ooun 
try many cheap gloves are Imported. Before 
the introduction of the glove sewing machine, 
which took place about 1870, a simple appara- 
tus wa* In use consisting of two brass plates, 
In which the stitches were incised, holding 
tightly together the leather parts of the glove, 
while the needle of the sewer followed easily 
these mound stitches. It wa* an easy work, 
not at all injurlnus to body or eye, and an in- 
dustrious and quiet girl could, without any 
exertion, sew two pair* of gloves a day, for 
which she received from two and a half pence 
to three pence each, equal to about five pence 
to six pence a day. 
Very poor wages. But 


tbe motiey was earned In a comfortable way. 


Let as now compare what progress these 


girls made in tbe golden era of machinery. 
Tbe poor sswers are never in a position to 
acquire tbe requisite sum to b* owner* of 


The district to which I refer 


from twenty upward to a hundred—which 
arofllted up In workrooms, most of thorn 
very indifferently suited for the purpose. 
The poor girls from the neighboring district 
have often to walk a distance of eight miles 
to find work In such workrooms. They louvo 
their miserable cottages at 4 a. m. to be- 
gin their day's work at 6 a. m. After a 
bard labor of twelve hours on a most compli- 
cated machine, and after having passed an- 
other two hours on the way home, their 
whole earnings consist of seven pence. In- 
cluding tbe hoars she loses on the road, she 
works ninety-six hours a week for 8 shil- 
lings (' ponce, her body continually bent over 
a meet complicated machine, her eyes watch- 
ing leather, thread and needle Incessantly, 
ber foot moving continually, amid the rattle 
of many machines, in a most sickly atmos- 
phere. This 1s how cheap gloves are made.— 
Fall Mall Gazette.

Cleaning Milk Cans aud Pans. 


In washing out milk cans and pans, where 


there are quite a number of them, it is the 
general custom with many to pour boiling 
hot water into a few, allow It to remain 
there for several minutes, and then pour It 
into others, and so on—one supply of hot 
water made to suffice for the cleaning of all 
It naturally follows that the water soon loses 


tmucb of its heat, and those vessels In which 
it Is used last are very indifferently treated, 
and cold water would have been quite as ser- 
viceable in some respects. Whatever Is used 
to bold milk should be boiled before it is 
called into service. Worm water may be 
sufficient for the removal of dirt, but neither 
that nor even boiling water used as described 
will clean cans, etc., as they ought to be 
cleaned. Milk is notorious for its absorbent 
powers, taking up bod odors and the gerrra 
that float In the air. It is also one of the 
best mediums known for tbe growth of such 
germs. Boiling water will kill these germs 
If they remain In It long enough, bnt a hasty 
contact Is never sufficient to destroy them or 
their spores—or seeds—which latter are very 
hard to kilL To clean milk vessels properly 
they must be filled with water and then be 
put In a hot oven or on the top of a hot stove 
to boil. And if boiled well for a few momenta 
tnoyore made safe; that Is the only domestic 
wayro making them so. One observer re- 
commands the use of sal soda in washing milk 
vessels because it acts chemically upon fatty 
matters (grease), and this helps to remove 
them and other materials which adhere to the 
vessels with them. "In like manner the use 
of live steain to dry vessels after washing hoc 
tho advantage of sterilizing them, i. e., kill 
ing tbe bacteria by the highly heated sleam.' 
—Boston Herald.

Used to Have When Autumn Came. 


The march of improvement has swept out 


of existence many an old time institution, 
onj the boys and girls of today, who play 
croquet and lawn tennis, in ravishing cos- 
tumes of stripes and checks, would doubtless 
turn up their noses at the mention of the ap- 
ple bees, and the huskings, and the raisings, 
which were such a source of enjoyment to 
their fathers and mothers. 


Once it used to be considered necessary for 


every family to lay in yearly a stock of dried 
apples for the construction of a commodity, 
formerly anpposed to be edible, and which 
went by the name of dried apple pie. It was 
a highly respectable production, and though 
it was often swallowed with a wry face, like 
«. pi»>g<hti*.o pill, «io t«Uo waa aval* Romnlete 
without it, and it was always a reserve force 
upon which the sorely pressed housekeeper 
could fall back when a case of emergency 
arose. 


Canned apples and evaporated apples have 


superseded it, and its familiar tan colored 
countenance Is seen no more; but its memory 
remains to cheer us. 


In the early fall of the year every house- 


keeper commenced to dry apples. The flrst 
wind falls of the season were utilized; the 
wormy and knotty places cut out with care, 
and halved, and quartered, and cored, they 
were strung on a string, about two yards 
long, and then" festoons decorated the sunny 
side of the farm house until the frost came. 
And the wasps and files took their late vaca- 
tion seasons in buzzing over the festoons 
aforesaid, and sucking up such Juices as the 
sun had left In the remains of the fruit. 


In large families, where an extra supply of 


pie making substance was needed, It was the 
custom avery fall to have "apple bees," or 
"apple parings," as they are sometimes called.

It was in 1883, and we were going up tbe

Ings in words and to present the lapiaMi In 
due form4vith a set of resolutions expressive 
of their sentlmflnts. Everybody, of course, 
acquiesced, and a committee, with the Fed- 
eral captain at its head, was appointed to 
draw up the resolutions. In due tune the pa- 
per was ready for signatures. 


THK OBJECTIONABLE INITIALS. 


Opposite a number of then- names were 


written military titles, followed by the let- 
ters U. 8. A. Finally it came tho turn of a 
gentleman, I think his name was Roberts or 
Bobbins, to sign. He did so in a neat round 
hand, very much resembling the writing of 
a lady, and after his name he wrote "Cap- 
tain, C. B. A." The Federal captain stood 
by the table and acted as a sort of master of 
ceremonies, and of course saw what the Con- 
federate captain had written. In tones not 
loud, but imperative, he said: "Scratch that 
out, sir!" The young Confederate officer col- 
ored up and replied in a voice heard distinct- 
ly by everybody in the vicinity: "I'll not do 
It, sirl" Then followed a painful silence of 
probably a minute. The silence was broken 
by the Federal officer, who, speaking to the 
assembly, said: "This man, a paroled pris- 
oner, has grossly insulted me and every loyal 
person present by writing opposite his name 
tho title, 'Captain, C. S A.' I Insist be shall 
scratch it out." 


The Confederate officer drew himself up to 


his full height and responded: "I notice tbat 
a numbor of gentlemen here have thought 
proper to write their military titles after 
their names. Following their examples, 1 
have done the same. Tbe title I have written 
was won by me on the field of battle, and I 
have never disgraced it, nor havo I ever, by 
any act of mine, deprived myself of the right 
to use It. I am a Confederate offlcer, and I 
am now a paroled prisoner. When brought 
in the presence of the commanding offlcer of 
the division, brigade, regiment and company 
after being made a prisoner, each and all of 
them acknowledged my right to my title by 
addressing me by It, and I deny tho right of 
any man to forbid my using it." 


At the close of this little speech the Federal 


captain turned on his heel and strode up tbo 
cabin. 


While all this was going on (i the cabin 


the captain was on the roof in bliasful Igno- 
rance that there was anything wrong below, 
until some one ran up and told bun tbat 
there was trouble between the Federal and 
Confederate officers. 
He hastened below, en- 


tering the cabin just in time to see the Fed- 
eral officer emerge from his state room and 
stride down tbe cabin, with bis sword rat- 
tling against his eido and his hand on its hilt 
It was evident that be was in a very fierce 
humor. Marching up to the table where the 
paper lay, the Federal ofllcer, half drawing 
bis sword, said, addressing the Confederate 
captain: "Sir, I am Capt. 
, of the United 


States army, and I command you to erase 
either tho title or your entire signature from 
that paper." 


"Capt. 
, I am glad to know you, sir. I 


am Copt 
, of tho Confederate States 


army, and I cannot obey your command." 


"THE OLD MAN" 
STEPS IK. 


The two military gentlemen glared at each 


other in a manner that boded a serious cul- 
mination of too scene, when the commander 
of the boat stepped to the front and said: 
"Qentlemenl gentlemen! this is all wrong. 
What does it meant" 


"Mean, sir; meant Why, It means that 


that fellow has dared Insult this entire com- 
pany, sir, by writing the letters C. S. A. op- 
posite his name, and I Insist he shall erase 
them, and I mean to make him do it." 


Tbe Confederate captain said, addressing 


tho boat's commander: "I have insulted no- 
body. Nobody but the gentleman who has 
just spoken pretends to be Insulted. I cer- 
tainly meant no insult; but the title I have

having written it, I refuse to erase It I am 
a passenger on your boat, and I claim your 
protection from that fellow's brutality. If 
you do not or cannot protect me, I will have 
to protect myself." 


The Federal officer was fairly beside him- 


self with rage, as be rejoined: "I will put 
you In irons, sir, If you do not at once apolo- 
gize for your insolence." 


Then the commander of the boat took his 


turn, "You'll do nothing of the kind, sir. 
That gentleman, I do not care what title he 
uses, is a passenger on my boat, aud as such 
is my guest and entitled to my protection, 
which I will certainly give him." 


"Do you presume to take issue with mef 


exclaimed the Federal offlcer. "Do you know 
that I am an officer and have enough soldiers 
at my command to seize this boat and make 
prisoners of everybody here?" 


This made "tbe old man" mad, and that 


be didnt care who knew It was plain from 
his response: "I know you're an ass! and I 
know you haven't enough soldiers under you 
to take one person prUoner on my boat. 
It 


Is you who are insolent, and If you continue 
so I will land this boat and put you ashore." 


Tbe Federal captain half way drew bis 


sword as be said, "I will call the guard, sir, 
and arrest you I" 


"You'll do no such thing. Why, if yon 


dared make any such foolish move, I would 
arm my crew with capstan bars and chase 
you and your soldiers into the river. If you 
were not crazed with anger you would know 
tbat on a vessel the commander's authority 
Is supreme, and It is mutinous to resist it. 
Now, dont make any further spectacle of 
yourself, but retire to your room, and if I 
catch you out of it wearing that sword again 
before we reach Louisville I will put shackles 
and handcuffs on you and chuck yon down 
the scuttle In the forecastle." 


The steamboat captain was In the right 


and knew it 
He meant what he said and 


everybody else knew it 
Associates and bro- 


thers in arras came to the rescue of the Fed- 
eral officer and persuaded him to retire to bis 
room, and when be came out of it he bad 
fully recovered his good humor, and imme- 
diately apologized to tho captain of tbe boat; 
but we were all awfully glad when the Con- 
federate reached bis homo, a little below 
Louisville, and left the boat, for as long as 
he was aboard prospects were good for an 
ugly collision between him and the Federal 
captain.—St Louis Globe-Democrat.
